BOIENTIFIC SOAP BUBBLES. 


^ Mr. D. 8. Ilolmin, actuary of the 
Franklin institute, Philadelphia, in a re- 
cent lecture on "Jjight and Sound," made 
some very interesting experiments will 
soap bubbles, of which an account 
is 


given in the Seconl of that city. The 
instruments used were the Holman lantert 
microscope, and the same gentleman1! 
later invention, the phoneidoscope, which 
may be freely translated into "seeing 
sound." The former instrument consists 
of a metal box containing an oxy-hyrdo- 
gen light, which is thrown at any angle 
by condensing lenses upon the object''to 
be magnified. 
The light is reflected of! 


at another angle through u magnifyin^ 
lens on to a screen, where the object is 
displayed greatly magnified. Tho pho- 
neidoscope consists of a thin metal lube, 
on one end of which is a tin cap in which 
a hole one inch square is cut, and at the 
other end is :i large mouthpiece, such as 
are used on spoakiag tubes. 
The soap 


bubble preparation is composed of olcate 
of soda and glycerine, and from it bub- 
bles, two feet in diameter and^of exceed- 
ing brilliancy, c;m be blown. 
Some of 


these have been kept forty-eight hours 
under glass. 


The lecturer dipped the small end of 


the phoneidoscope into a saucer 
filled 


with this preparation, which left a (ilm 
across the square opening. The cone of 
light from the lantern was then thrown 
upon the film and reflected upon a screen 
through the magnifying lens, making a 
figure about four feet square. 
The ell'ect 


ivas beautiful. 
At first nothing but a 


gray surface was seen, then gleams of 
color appeared, and in a moment the 
whole square was a mass of dazzling bril- 
liancy, which would have put to shame 
my kaleidoscope ever made.

>tant the beautiful picture changed : now 
i wonderful design in red and yellow, 
ooking like a tea store chronio of an 
Italian sunset; then shifting to a swarm 
»f peacocks' tails or a pantomime trans- 
ormation scene struck by lightning, and 
is suddenly changing to a sombre view 
in blue and purple or a rainbow dancing 
•*.'""'••• 
;\Ct.f>r showing several ot these 
pictures, the lecturer proceeded to suu» 
the effects of sound upon the soap bub- 
ble. 
A couplet was sung into a phono- 


graph, the mouthpiece of which was placed 
against the mouthpiece of the phoneido- 
scope, and the crank was turned. 
As 


the sound issued forth, a curious efloct 
was produced upon the picture. 
(Jeomet- 


rical figures in black appeared upon it, 
small and distinct when the notes were 
high, large and less clearly cut when the 
notes were low. Around and among these 
black figures whirled the always changing 
colors, red, blue, green and yellow, in all 
their varying shades, melting into one 
another quickly for their blending to be 
followed by the eye. 
Human voices also 


sang to the soap bubble, and with equally 
curious results. 
Tt is proposed to exhibit 


this experment on a very large scale as 
soon as the new lantern microscope now 
being made for the institution is finished.

HEW MODE OF TREATING TOMATOES 


My practice is to excavate in the earl 


spring time us many Hat turnips as are 
needed, and having filled the cavity will 
earth, plant two or three seeds in it, se- 
lecting the best plant when two or throe 
inches high, to remain, and pulling out 
the others when it is time to sot them ii 
the garden, place the turnip, with its con- 
tents undisturbed, in a hole decu enougl 
to cover the turnip two inches' or three 
inches. 
Setting out in this way there i-. 


no cutting away of the roots, and little 
need of water, as the plant has not been 
in the least disturbed, especially i!'inured 
to the air out of doors for a week or two 
before being set in the garden. 
1 have 


started tomatoes out so early that the 
1 


plants were in blossom several days be- 
fore being set out, not being at all checked 
or retarded in growth thereby. Cucum- 
bers started in the siuiuway'l hive had 
in bloom when set out with the same 
result. 
After being put in the ground 


the turnip soon decays, furnishing a littl 
food for the plant. 
If the turnips arc to 


be kept lung in the house before setting 
them out, it will be well to put them in 
boxes, filling the interstices with moss, 
sand or earth kept moist, as too lon« ex- 
posure to the hot air of a warm placiTwill 
cause the turnips to wilt—the earth in 
which must be kept moist, whether tin 
turnip is in or out of a box. 
Another 


point is that instead of being at the 
trouble of procuring, sharpening, and set- 
ting stakes, and pulling and taking caro 
of them at tlie end of the season. 1 
started into growth some sunflower sued. 
To prevent too much shade 1 cut off the 
leaves of the sunflower as far above the 
tomato plant as is necessary to give it all the 
lir and sunlight desirable. The Russian 
sunflower, because of its very tall growth, 
is the best for this purpose. The sunflower 
mkes the best aixl most profitable stake, 
jecausu it is so easily obtained—no looscn- 
ng in the ground or breaking of stakes 
vhen loaded with fruit, and the seeds of 
Jie flowers, which arc better than corn 
or poultry, abundantly pay for all the 
,ime and labor in caring for them.

TEE SENSES OF BEES. 


Decently Sir .John Liibbock read to tho 


members of the liimiaian Society an ac- 
count of his further observations on the 
habits of insects made during the past 
vcar. The two queen ants which have 
lived with him since 1874, which arc now, 
therefore, no less than eight years old, aro 
still alive nnd laid eggs last summer as 
usual. 
His oldest workers are seven 


years old. 
Dr. Mullcr, i n n recent re- 


view, had courageously criticised his ex- 
periments on tins color senses of bees, but 
Sir John Lubbock pointed out that he 
had anticipated the objections suggested 
by Dr. Muller, nnd had guarded against 
the supposed source of error. 
The dif-

main conclusions arrived at or doubt the 
preference of bees for blue, which indeed 
is strongly indicated by his i>wn observa- 
tions on llowers.

The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania

The case was that of a priest who -sued 
the Bishop of Pittsburg for three years' 
salary, amounting to $2,400. The plain- 
tiff had been idle during that time, be- 
cause the Bishop would not appoint him 
to a pastorate, and the court below hac 
awarded him $800 under "the common 
law of the Church which guarantees him 
support." The Supreme Court,however. 
says that he had no more legal claim to 
that sum than to the whole amount. "A 
religious organization which forbids its 
priests to do secular work," the Judge 
remarked, "ought to provide for bis sup- 
port, but when the attempt is made to 
enforce the payment of a salary, a con- 
tract has to be shown. If the priest re- 
lies upon the Church to give him a liv- 
ing, he must invoke its aid, rather than 
the courts, if he seeks redress.

The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania

The case was that of a priest who -sued 
the Bishop of Pittsburg for three years' 
salary, amounting to $2,400. The plain- 
tiff had been idle during that time, be- 
cause the Bishop would not appoint him 
to a pastorate, and the court below had 
awarded him $800 under "tbe common 
law of the Church which guarantees him 
support." The Supreme Court, however, 
says that he had no more legal claim to 
that sum than to the whole amount. "A 
religious organization which forbids its 
priests to do secular work," the Judge 
remarked, "ought to provide for his sup- 
port, but when the attempt is made to 
enforce the payment of a salary, a con- 
tract has to be shown. 
If the priest re- 


lies upon the Church to give him a liv- 
ing, be must invoke its aid, rather than 
the courts, if he seeks redress. 


The Rev. J. Hyatt Smith, M. C., says 


it is not difficult to keep one's morals 
pure even in Congress. He relates an 
incident in bis experience that is at least 
suggestive. I remember on one occasion 


in the lobby, a number of members were 
standing together at some distance from 
me, and one of the gentleman was telling 
some story which I have reason to suspect 
was rather off color. He got his reward 
in the laugh of his companions, and then 
they came over towards where I was 
standing.

He did 
not tell it to me, nor did I offend him, 
but I commanded the respect of the mem- 
bers and the company ; and the next day 
he was particular to come to me and tell 
me about his godly old mother.

SOUNTIFIO MIBOELtASY. 


Miss A. E. Ormerod, Ihe well known 


entomologist, says that lime applied to 
land is very destructive to the eggs of 
many insect pests.

Dr. Franzius finds that the tooth most

on, the incisors and the canine teeth of 
the lower jaw being the last reached. 
The upper teeth are more durable than 
the lower in the proportion of three to 
two. The right teeth show a greater 
vitality than the left. 
The durability of 


teeth is less in light persons than in dark, 
and less in tall than in short persons. 
These results were obtained by an exam- 
ination of six hundred and fifty Russian 
soldiers, of whom two hundred and fifty- 
eight had unsound teeth. 


Mons. Pasteur has gained fresh laurels 


by an investigation of a disease of pigs, 
known as rouget or mal rouge, which in 
one valley of the Rhone has been fatal to 
twenty thousand of the animals within a 
year. 
The investigator has reported to 


the French Academy of Sciences, that he 
has discovered the cause to be a minute 
organism, somewhat like that of chicken 
cholera. It is different, however, in its 
physiological properties, since it pro- 
duces no effect upon fowls but is quick- 
ly fatal to rabbits and pigs. Experiments 
have satisfied Mons. Pasteur that one at- 
tack affords protection against another, 
and by inoculating pigs with organisms 
weakened by culture so as to give rise to 
a mild form of the disease he has suc- 
ceeded in rendering the animals secure 
from further liability to the contagion. 


The suicide of the scorpion has been a 


much-discussed topic. 
The statement is 


well attested that a scorpion enclosed in 
a ring of red hot embers will, after futile 
attempts to escape, kill itself by thrust- 
ing its sting into its own head. 
In spite 


of the corroborating testimony this as- 
sertion is often doubted, but a recent 
observation by Prof.Linkester seems to es- 
tablish itsprobabilityand throw new light 
on the matter.

roform a scorpion, he noticed that as 
soon as it began to feel the effect of the 
stupefying vapor it made repeated thrusts 
with its sting in a straight-forward direc- 
tion, but these blows became gradually so 
ill directed and uncertain th.it at last 
one caused tho tip of the sting to touch 
the insect's body.

flour containing it will not be approved 
for two reasons. 
In the first place, tfn 


albuminoids which the germ contains an 
largely soluble, making it impossible to 
produce good light bread from germj 
flour. The second reason is that the oi 
contained in the germ not only discolors 
the flour but—what rs of greater impor- 
portance—renders it much more liable to 
spoil. 


Dr. H. J. Van Ilulle, of Belgium, has 


made some experiments to test Darwin's 
conclusion that soil acquires additional 
fertility by passing through the bodies ol 
worms. Six kinds of seeds were selected, 
and each kind was planted in two pots, 
oue being filled with wormcasts and the 
other with exactly the same class of soil 
which had not recently, if ever, passed 
through the bodies of worms. 
No dif- 


ference in the growth of the plants raised 
in the different pots could be detected, 
and the experimenter therefore concludes 
that the worms do not of themselves fer- 
tilize the soil, although he acknowledges 
the value of their work from other con- 
siderations.

To PROTECT IRO.V FROM Rusr.—A 


new process for preserving iron is describ- 
ed by Les Monties. 
It consists of treat- 


ing the casting with a dilute of hydro- 
chloric acid, which dissolves a little of the 
metal, and leaves a skin of homogeneous 
graphite, holding well to the iron. 
The 


article is then washed in a receiver with 
hot or cold water, or cooked in steam, so 
as to remove completely the chloride of 
iron that has been formed. 
Finally, the 


piece is allowed to dry in an empty re- 
ceiver, and a solution of caoutchouc, 
gutta-percha, or gum resin in essence of 
petroleum is injected, and the 
solvent, 


afterward evaporating, leaves a hard and 
solid enamel on the surface of the 
iron- 


work. 
Another plan is to keep the chlo- 


ride of iron on the metal instead of 
washing it off, and to plunge the piece 
into a bath or siliciate and borate of soda. 
Thus is formed a silicoborate of iron, very 
hard and brilliant, which fills the pores of 
the metal skin. 
As for the chlorine dis-
